JFEmovoments of Minnesota Territory, represents to your Honorable body:

TireyHPP That the navigation of the Mississippi river, between the Falls of St.
Apthony nnd Sauk Rapide, o distance of about eighty miles by the river,
is, during the senson of low water, obgtrocted by rocks and other impedi-
ments which a moderate appropriation, judicionaly expeuded, would casily
remove and render the navigation of said river between the points ahove
named, free to stenmboats and other water crafts during the entire season
of navigution.

And your metdoriaiists respeetfully enbmit that the beuefits which the
Government would derive from the improvement chove contemplated,
wonld far excecd the amount reqnired to remove the nhstneles to the free
navigation of the said river

Large amounts of goods and munvy are acaually transported by the
Government at & heavy expense, over a long and tedious land roate, to wup-
ply the different nations and trihes of Indiens in the northern and west-
ern ions of the Territory, avd also the military forces stationed at Fort
Ripley, Fort Ridgely, and the Fort at Pembina.
